Siate Highway Commission a few days 
ago from His Exrellenry, the Gover- 
nor, calling attention to these snamte 
things. ‘The Highway Commission de- 
sires that you read this Idtter eare- 
fully, We also want to omphasize 
every word that the Governor says. 
Munieipal officers liave been told re- 
peatediy to use the road machine lesa 
and the split log dray more, and that 
ais a result thelr money would go far- 
ther and thelr roads would be better. 

In town after town this year—the 
eaine thing has been true for soveral 
years—mile after mile of road which 
was in excellent surface has been ab- 
solutely spoiled by the injudicious use 
of the road machine, (Can‘t you exert 
some influence that will prevent far- 
ther repetition of the mistake so fre- 
fuently made in the past? 

The ronds in this State, generally 
speaking, would be in much better con- 
Hition than they are today if the road 
machine had never been scon inside 
the State boundary, 

If it is nevessary to ase the rond 
machine in reahaping the road or 
bringing new material into ft, be sure 
to clean op and remove all sods, leaves, 
stones, aml other similar mutter which 
usually collerts in a ridge slong the 
eonter of the road. The Sol Law, so
